2 paine out of meaſure painful], Therefore the heathen termed the 
croſſe, cruciabile lignum, a tree of torture ; and moſt ſharp and bit- 
ter paines, have their name from the croſſe, being called craciutus, 


* Chiiſt was no lefſe than ſix houres; ia this torment, even from the _ 
third houre, untill the ninth, and all that while in perfe& ſenſe; for 


it is ſaid, he cryed with a loud voyce, and Fave up the ghoſt, He did not 
cry with a faint voice of a dying man, bur with a loud voice,to ſhew 
that his naturall ſtrength was not one whit abated. This death was 
deviſed for onr Saviour, not ſo much by Pilat and the Souldiers, as 
by the Jewes ; for they cryed out, crwcifie him, crucifie him.

fo ; they ſinned ont of malice, againſt knowledge and coriftience ; 
for they knew that Jeſus was a good and jalt man, and had given 
hint ehat eeftitmonie, etiat; he had done all things well ; they knew that 
Mark 5, NE Was great Prophet, « rexeber conve from God i they were in ſors 
| . fort too convinced,that he was the Chirift; for Joh. 2:47. they held

I Have now done with my text, but not with the princes of this 
world ; for I-am to preſent unto you, another fad tragedy,ſo like 


ones, the Stage onely changed, and new afors entred upon it, other 
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princes of this world, yea of the darkneſſe of this werld, Farre worſe 
then Pilat, the high Prieffs, Scribes and Phariſes, who have lately 
murthered, (if not the Lord of glory, yet T am ſure, a glorious Lord: 
though =ot ('hrift the Lord, yet the Lords Chriſt, Gods anointed. This 
is a parricide ſo heinous, ſo horrible that ic cannot be parraleld by 
all the mzartbers that ever were committed fince the world began, 
but on:ly in the murther of Chriſt. And indeed the. providence of 
God gave me firlt occaſion to inſtitute this paralell : for that day 
that our gracions Soveraigne: was murthered, being the 30. 7a. a 
day for ever to be noted with a black coale, as his Mijeſty was at 
divine ſervice,before he was led forth into the ſcaffold, the Chapter 
that was read unto him, was the 27. dar. Goſpel, which containes 
the paſſion of (,briſt ; an1 that Chapter was read not by choiſe, but 
by the direfion of the Rubrick, it being the Leſſon appointed for 
that day, ſo-that we could not but conceive, that the murther then 
£0 be ated, was like unto that which in the Chaprer is deſcribed,

dignity of the perſon murthered. The kind of death: that he ſuffered, 
And the quality of the Murtherers. 

The perſon that was now murthered, was »ot the Lord of glory ; 
but a glorious Lord, Chriſts owne Vicar, his Lieutenant-and Vice- 
gerent here on earth, within his Dominions. And therefore by all 
Laws, divine, and humane, he was priviledged from any puniſh- 
ment that could be inflited by men. Albeit he was as inferior to. 
Chriſt, as man is unto. God ; the creature, unto- the immortall 
Creator ; yet was his priviledge of inviolability farre more cleare 
than was Chriſt, For Chriſt was not a temporalt Prince, his King. 
dome.was not of this world, and therefore when he vouchſafed to 
come into the world, and to become the Sonne of Man, he did 
fubze& himſelf unto: the Law : he who onely could chooſe when 
to be borne, made choice to be borne at that time, when there was 
a decree for taxing all che world ; that ſo ſoone as he was borne, he - 
might be inrolled a ſubjeAR unto Ceſar : he lived as a Subj: &, pay- 
ed Tribute unto (ar ; he ſubmitted unto Pilzr's juriſdiction,. 
acknowledging that he had power given him- from. above.. Bur 
our Gracious Soveraigne. was well knowne to- be a Temporall 
Prince, a free Monarch, and their undoubted Soveraigne, to whom 
they did all owe, and had ſworn Allegeance; and therefore he could 
not be judged by any power on Earth. He diſclaimed their Autho- 
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" Jeſſe over Him * and what power they uſurped was not de /aper, as 


"Pilar's :* but de ſuper, from beneath, even from the Angell of the 


bottomleſs pit,whoſe name is 4badden;For as he ſeeks the deſtruti- 


- on of all men, ſo eſpecially of Kings, becauſe by their Governmene 
Peace is preſerved, Juſtice executed, and Religion maintained. But 
from above they had no power:forGod never gave unto the people 
power over their King, as is evident by Scripture,by.the Law of Na- 
ture and Nations ; by the known Lawes of England,by clear and un. 
deniable Reaſons, and by the conſtant Doctrine, and prafice of the 
True, Ancient,and Catholick Church ; as were eaile for me to ſhew, 
if time would permit, And yet thoſe monſtrous Traitorshave ſacri- 
legioufly invaded Gods Throne,and-uſurped hls Office, whoſe pecu- 


| Haritis to be Judge of Kings : and ſo have ventured to Try, Judge, 


Condemn, and Execute their King, in deſpight of Law, Reaſon, Re- 
ligion, Nature, and God himſelf, As it is in the parable of 7othars, 
they have advanced the Bramble above the Cedar of Lebamw, while 
they ſer the®ecople, even the baſeit of the People on the Bench, and 
placed the King a Priſoner at the Bar. So they have overthrown the 
Ocder of God and Nature, diſſolved the bonds of humane ſociety, 
bringing in a meer Confuſion, and Diſſipation of all things; 

- This was ſuch a thing as hath not been knowne ſince the world be- 
gan : Pilat knew by the light of Nature, that a King is not to be put 


to death;therefore he faid unto the Jews, Shall 7 crucifie your King ? John 19. 
IF, 


'As if he had ſaid,if Jeſus be a King, he is not to be pu to death ; but 
it is ſaid heis your King, and ſhall ] chen do ach an a& againſt the 
law of Nature and Nations ? And the Chief Prieſts,as impudent and 


' malitious as they were,they did not deny the propoſficion,that aKing 


isnot to be put to death; but they denyed the afſumption,that Jeſus 
was their King,ſaying.We have no King but Ceſar, But theſe murde- | 
xers are worſe than the Jewes, for they confeſſed him tobe their 
King, and yet took upon thern'to Judge, Condemn, and put him to- 
death. And as they are worſe than Jewes, ſo they are worſe than 
Pagans : for Tully pleading before Ceſar, for Diotarus, King of Ga+ 
latia, albeit he was but a tributary King, yet he doth challenge that 
priviledge unto-him, ſaying, 1a invi/atatum eft; Regem capitu reum 


-eſſeut ante hos temp» ſit inanditum.For a King to be guilty of death,, 
is ſach a thing as hath not been heard of. And'as they are worfe than 
- Fewes and Pagans, ſo they are even worſe than Devils: for the De- 
-vils never riſe up againſt chir Prince, though he be as bad as can be :- 


bur the Pwritens rage againſt their King, be he never ſo good, as in- 


- deed our gracious Soveraign was the beſt of Kings. Never was there 
yet apy Pcincethat fate upon oThonays who was beyond kim for pic-

ty and prudence Far all keroiea)! & Chritian graces But here I 
not venture to praiſe him, leſt coming ſhoct,. I may ſeeme to wr 

him ; that is a theam fitter for the rongues of Angels than of Men ; 

and therefore is Apeltes did, fo will J, draw a vaile over that which I 

am not able to exprefle ; and defire all men to judge what he was, 

His Divine Medicatsovs : of which Book I dare bold ſay, that fince 

the ſpirit of Prophefie ceaſed, never yer was there any book written, 

with {o great ſtrength of Reaſon, depth of Judgment, heigrh of De. 

yotion, and elegancy of Stile ; as that Golden Manual. That wil tel 

you what we have loſt, and how heinous the Marder was. As he was 

the Lord, and their Lord, he had no fuperior on Earth,and fo could 

Hot be Tryed : as kewss a Glorious and Gracious Lord, he 01 

not to have been Condemned. As Chriſt was above the Law, being 

the Son of God ; fo uy he above the Cenſure of hamane Lawes, he 

beinga King. As Chrilt was moſt innocent, there was no guile nor 

guile found io him; ſo was he Innocent of all the Crimes objefted 

againſt him. As be was a King, he did repreſent GodSPerſon here 

on Earth :and as he was a good King, full of Grace,He was a moſt 

lively Image of Chriſt, ſo lively an Image of him, that amongſt all 

the Martyrs who followed Chriſt unto Heaven, bearing his Croſſe, 

never was there any, who expreſſed ſo great conformity with our 

Saviour in His ſuferings as He did. 

And this will further appear by the ſecond circumſtance in my 

Text, the kind of death that he ſuffered which was not the death of 

the Crofle, but equivalent unto it ; for two things were in the Croſſe 

which made it ſo odious, pain and ſhame : the Apoſtle joyncs them 

Heb. 12 2, together, 7e/i# endured the Croſſe, deſpiſing the ſhame. Our Soveraign 
ſuffered both ; I begin with the paine. Indeed Chriſts Crofle be- 
gan at his cratch ; for no ſooner was he borne, than perſecuted 
by Hered; and his whole life afterwards was a perpetuall /gaine- 
ſaying of [inners, So I may ſay of our: Soveraine, that the ten laſt 
yeares of His life, was ſuch a gain-ſaying of Sinners : all that time 
He fought with Beaſts, even with- unreaſonable Men, who were 
reſolved to be ſatisfied with nothing, but with the utter deſtrution 
of Him and His. Tobring that to paſſe, firſt of all they did aſperfe 
Him with many Foul, and Falſe Calumnies, againſt their owne 
Knowledge and Conſcience, on<ly to render Him odious unto His 
People : they ſlandered the Foot-ſteps of Gods Anointed : their

deep into His Soul : many Scandalous Pamphlecs were every day
